Approval  of  the  petition  by  the  Coun- 
cil represents  the  final  step  in  lengthy 
efforts  to  obtain  a  chapter  of  the  na- 
tion's oldest  and  most  prestigious  hon- 
orary scholastic  fraternity  at  Mary 
Washington.  Approval  requires  an  af- 
firmative vote  by  two-thirds  of  the  chap- 
ters represented  at  the  Council  meet- 
ing, which  will  be  held  at  Indiana  Uni- 


versity September  9-11.  This  vot 
also  represent  a  majority  of 
chapters  of  the  Society.

Mrs.  Bushnell, 
Dies  in  Florida 

Mrs.  Nina  G.  Bushnell,  Dean  of 
Women  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege for  29  years,  died  Wednesday, 
March  18,  in  Bradenton,  Florida. 
She  was  89. 

Born  in  Bristol,  Tennessee,  Mrs. 
Bushnell  joined  the  staff  at  Mary 
Washington  in  September,  1921, 
and  served  continuously  until  Sep- 
tember, 1950.  Following  her  retire- 
ment as  Dean  of  Women  here,  she 
accepted  a  similar  post  at  Mora- 
vian College  in  Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania. 

Upon  her  retirement  at  Mora- 
vian College,  Mrs.  Bushenll  moved 
to  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  and  had 
resided  at  Bradenton  Manor,  a 
home  for  the  elderly,  for  the  past 
four  years.

since  1958  when  the  last  of  the  post 


Chancellor  Simpson  noted  that  while 
the  college  may  enroll  male  students, 
this  would  not  alter  Mary  Washington's 
relationship  as  an  affiliate  college  of 
the  University  of  Virginia,  nor  would 
it  have  any  impact  on  the  academic 
program  offered  by  the  College.  It  simp- 
ly means  that  if  they  so  desire,  men 
may  attend  MWC.

Drugs:  A  Product  of  Society  ^

Dr.  John  Buckman,  associate  profes- 
sor of  psychiatry  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  spoke  Monday  night,  March 
2,  to  a  large  crowd  in  Ann  Carter 
Lee  ballroom.  Addressing  himself  to 
the  problems  of  drug  usage  in  the  'drug 
addicted"  Western  society,  he  pegged 
the  general  attitude  as  one  of  ■better 
living  through  chemicals  " 

Dr.  Buckman  divides  drugs  into  those 
that  are  socially  acceptable  and  those 
that  are  not.  The  socially  acceptable 
Irugs   include   alcohol,    amphetamines. 


:eptable   drugs   are    the   halli 
or        psychedelic.  mind-expanding 

drugs,  with  the  weakest  being  mariijua- 
na  and  the  strongest  LSD 

In  discussing  the  effects  of  these 
drugs.  Dr  Buckman  pointed  out  that 
many  aspects  of  the  psychedelic  drugs 
are  far  less  hazardous  than  the  socially 
accepted  drugs.  He  compared  the  many 
times  aggressive  attitude  of  the  intoxi- 
cated person  the  the  seldom  violent 
person  on  psychedelic  drugs.  Alcohol 
is  also  addictive,  while  the  psychedelic 
drugs,  on  the  whole,  are  not.  He  says 
the  main  difference  is  in  the  state  pro- 
duced, and  that  the  socially  accepted 
drugs   "do  not  interfere  with  your  going 


In  addition  to  aggressive  i 
the  tendency  toward  suicide  is  much 
higher  with  the  socially  accepted  drugs. 
Recently  there  has  been  a  big  problem 

they  are  so  readily  available.  They  pro- 
duce euphoria,  which  leads  to  greater 
use  and  suicidal  depression.  Barbituates 
are  used  quite  often  in  suicide.  They 
are  euphoriants  and  sedatives  and  are 
very  highly  addictive. 

The  psychedelic  drugs  are  very  close- 
ly chemically  related  to  one  another. 
They  also  have  the  potential  of  caus- 
ing both  good  and  bad  effects.  The 
takers  underlying  personality  along 
with  his  attitude  and  the  setting  in 
which  he  takes  the  drug  help  determine 
the  outcome  of  his  trip.  Age  regression

Dr.  John  Buckman,  one  of  the 
few  men  in  the  United  States  li- 
censed to  use  LSD  in  research, 
has  been  an  associate  professor  of 
psychiatry  at  the  Medical  School 
of  the  University  of  Virginia  since 
1966, 

Born  in  Poland.  Dr.  Buckman 
earned  his  medical  degree  at  Kings 
CoUege  in  London  in  1950.  His 
research  with  LSD  began  in  1946 
at  London's  Marlborough  Day 
Hospital.

Governor  Names  Five 
To  Board  of  Visitors 


The  study  prepared  annually  by  the 
Council  shows  that  students  at  Mary 
Washington  provided  54.7  per  cent  of  the 
College's  income  during  the  1969  fiscal 
year,  compared  to  an  average  student 
contribution  of  28,5  per  cent  at  all  state 


Mary  Washington  was  the  only  institu- 
tion at  which  the  student  share  of  the 
income  was  greater  than  50  per  cent  and 
the  College's  $774.07  average  fee  per 
student  was  the  highest  in  the  state  and 
more  than  $200  greater  than  any  other 

The  study  further  indicated  that  Mary 
Washington's  share  of  income  from  the 
Commonwealth  was  well  below  the  state- 
wide average.  Last  year,  for  example. 
the  state  per  student  appropriatior 
Mary  Washington  was  $635,24,  while 
statewide  average  was  $969.01.

In  visitmg  a  campus  the  Committee 
considers  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  an  institution.  The  Society  requires 
that  member  institutions  emphasize  a 
curriculum  which  is  definitely  liberal 
in  character  and  purpose  and  afford 
adequate  instruction  in  the  fields  of 
the  humane  sciences  and  letters. 

Upon  completion  of  the  inspection 
visit  the  Committee  on  Qualifications 
made  its  recommendations  to  the  Senate 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

In  preparation  for  the  September 
meeting,  the  Society  has  sent  a  state 
ment  about  Mary  Washington  College 
to  all  of  the  chapters.  This  statement 
reviews  the  salient  features  of  the  cur- 
riculum and  gives  the  essentials  on 
staffing,  enrollment,  library  holdings, 
and   other   pertinent   factual   material.

RECRUITING  ACTIVITIES 
DECREASE  AT  COLLEGE 


College  recruiting  activity,  apparently 
reflecting  the  nations  softening  econ- 
omy, remains  in  a  downtrend  at  mid- 
point in  the  1969-70  season,  according  to 
Isabel  Gordon  '42.  Placement  Director  at 
Mary  Washington  College. 

Figures  released  by  the  College  Place- 
ment Council,  a  non-profit  national  serv- 
ice organization  for  the  college  placement 
and  recruitment  field,  indicate  that  em- 
ployment for  students  receiving  a  bach- 
elors  degree  is  down  16  per  cent  from 

Recruitment  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege is  generally  following  this  national 
trend,  stated  Miss  Gordon,  especially  in 
employment  by  the  federal  government. 

Government  job  offers  are  off  at  least 
20  per  cent  from  last  year  the  Director 
estimated.  Several  other  Virginia  col- 
leges have  reported  a  similar  drop  in 


government  opportunities  witn  me  uni- 
versity of  Virginia  reporting  a  cutback  of 
about  50  per  cent. 

Federal  government  cutbacks  in  re- 
search and  defense  spending  and  the 
general  economic  slowdown  resulting 
from  government  efforts  to  slow  infla- 
tion are  cited  as  the  chief  reasons  for  the 
downtrend  in  employment  opportunities. 

The  teaching  profession  is  apparently 
one  exception  to  this  general  trend.  The 
Mary  Washington  graduates  who  go  into 
elementary  school  teaching  will  have  no 
real  problems  finding  jobs.  Miss  Gordon 
said,  but  secondary  teaching  opportu- 
nities are  down,  particularly  for  history, 
English  and  political  science  graduates. 

The  teaching  field  apparently  will  take 
some  graduates  this  year  who  might 
otherwise  have  gone  into  business  or  in-
